The filth and horrors of his prison 
life, can be told by Mr. Ruben alone, 
His partners in prison, one of whom, 
was a Chinese counsel, suffered the 
same as this man did, and whether 
they were rich or poor, they were all 
human beings 
depending 
entirely 


upon circumstances. This prison %vas 
in Odessa. 


Finally, Mr. Ruben received a seal- 


ed envelope from the extraordinary 
commission which stated that
